But I 
would like to use the United Nations, so it would not seem

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CONFUSE AND CONQUER 
The nulaance value of the Jimall Commu- 
nist cell In organized labor was demon- 
strntcd again at the protest rally of CIO of- 
riclQla In Washington ogalnst labor blllj now 
before congress. The meeting alio high 
lighted the confusion which the Issue of com^ 
munlsm has crcotcd In high CIO circles. 

Alter CIO President Murray and other of' 
riclals blasted the proposed legislation and 
prophesied the dawn of American fascism, 
Irving Potagh arose, Mr. Potash is vlcC' 
president of the Fur Workers' union. 

"I speak to you as a Communist/' he said. 
He didn't get much further than that, ac' 
cording to newspaper accounts of the meet- 
ing. Emll Rleve, the TextUs Workers' union 
president, protested. So did A. R. Hardcsty, 
Texas representative of tho UAW. 

But Richard Leonard, UAW vice president, 
objected to Mr. Hardesty'a statement that 
"We should say that we will not align our- 
selves with the Communist party In any 
shape or form. We should say we do not 
seek such support." 

Why did Mr, Potash bring up his Commu- 
nist affiliation? Communism Is not an Issue 
in the legblatlon under discussion. There 
seemed to be no disagreement among the 250 
CIO leodcrs as to their stand against that 
legislation. 

We don't know what was In Mr. Potash* 
mind. But the pattern of communistic tech 
nlque Is so familiar by now that wc feel safe 
In making this guess; Mr. Potash Injected 
communism Into the discussion because It Is 
Communist party policy to promote dissen- 
sion' while preaching unity. 

Dissension can bo promoted best ot the top, 
where It c'ounts. It Is sure to spread to the 
rank and file, and v{lth it goes confusion. 
By trying to dictate CIO policy and by align- 
ing themselves with It, the Communists can 
muddle the minds of union members. 

If the Communists support CIO objcc 
Uvea, then can communism be so bad? If tho 
government were to outlaw the Communists, 
wouldn't it also outlaw us, who agree with 
them on matters of union labor policy? 

These nre questions which the comrodcs 
are probably delighted to plant In as many 
minds as possible. Doubt and confusion pre- 
pare the ground where the seeds of subver- 
sion are sown. Then the Communists, 
through organization, discipline, zeal and 
ability to shout louder than their opponents, 
have a chance of taking over. 

It should be added that pro-Communist 
Michael Quill, head of the Transport Work- 
ers' union, had a few confusing words to say 
at the CIO meeting. He said It was "no ac- 
cident that the American Veterons' com- 
mittee arc putting out Henry Wallace's 
speech by the thousands," that "the Buffa- 
lo teachers went on strike" or that "the tele- 
phone workers have the longest picket line 
ever formed." 

Veterans, attacks on American foreign pol. 
Icy. strikes— ore they all part of tho same 
picture? Are they forerunners of the revo' 
lutlon? Or did Mr. QulU simply try to make 
them appear so for confusion's sake? 

Mr. Murroy soothingly told the stormy 
meeting that "divided opinions are one rea- 
son for tho CIO's vitality." Check. But when 
divided opinions Involve divided olleglancc 
between two countries and two systems of 
government, a grave clement of danger arises 
to trouble the CIO's future. 



TOUGH ASSIGNMENT 
Eric Johnston, the movie industry czar, 
plans a European trip in June on which ho 
hopes to break down the opposition which Is 
blocking American films from many coun- 
tries. We don't envy him tho Job. 

Mr. Johnston UsU two main obstructions: 
nie "extreme loft," like tho Russians, who 
object to democratic Ideology; and the "ex- 
treme right" conservatives "wlio argue that 
foreign exchange, instead of being spent for 
entertainment, should be conserved for food, 
machinery and other essentials." 

The Russians will be tough enough lo con- 
vince. But What is poor Mr, Johnston going to 
do with those reactionary old fuddy-duddies 
who prefer bread to circuses, and who are 
unimaginative enough to think that It takes 
more nourishment than Hollywood's spirit- 
ual sustenance of boy-gets-glrl to rebuild a 
war-ravaged country? 



JAZZED-UP DIPLOMACY 
There Is some promise In the state depart- 
ment's decision to heed a rcQuest of the 
Soviets and substitute Benny Goodman rec- 
ordi for folk songs and symphonies in its 
broadcasts to Russia. 

, Who .knows, .perhaps Mr. Goodman will 
have more success than Secretary Marshall, 
and a mutual enthusiasm for solid swing; may 
provide a solid foundation for better Soviet- 
American relatloos. ' 

On the other hand, of course, the state 
department might cut loose with a record of 
fHeartaches-'^-Then we really might Save an 
-.iQtem&tlonal incident on our hands.
